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F L I G H T R E C O R D E R S F O R S C H E D U L E D A I R C A R R I E R O P E R A T I O N S 

The r e g u l a t i o n r e q u i r i n g the c a r r i a g e of f l i g h t r e c o r d e r s I n scheduled a i r c a r r i e r oper ­
a t i o n s was repealed on June 9, 1944, because of m a t e r i a l shortages . 

Since the use of f l i g h t r e c o r d e r s by scheduled a i r c a r r i e r s In both passenger and cargo 
s e r v i c e w i l l promote s a f e t y and w i l l c o n s t i t u t e an a i d in the determination of the f a c t s , 
c o n d i t i o n s , and circumstances of a c c i d e n t s in which such a i r c r a f t may become Involved and 
a l s o s i n c e f l i g h t recorders are now a v a i l a b l e , i t I s considered In the p u b l i c i n t e r e s t to r e ­
quire t h e i r use . 

E f f e c t i v e October 16, 1947, Part 61 of the C i v i l A i r Regulations i s amended by adding a 
new s e c t i o n to read as fol lows: 

61.341 Flight recorder. No a i r c r a f t s h a l l be operated I n .scheduled a i r t r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
a f t e r June 30, 1948, u n l e s s I t I s equipped w i t h instrumentat ion to record continuously during 
f l i g h t the a l t i t u d e of the a i r c r a f t and the v e r t i c a l a c c e l e r a t i o n s to which the a i r c r a f t may 
be subjected , the va lues of both these Items to be recorded a g a i n s t a time s c a l e of a t l e a s t 
2 Inches to the hour. The recording device s h a l l be s u b s t a n t i a l l y protected from J a r r i n g and 
frcm the e f f e c t s of f i r e and s h a l l be located as f a r back i n the fuselage as p r a c t i c a b l e , In 
any case a t l e a s t a f t of the most rearward bulkhead.
